Hats off to the people who put the solid state repeater together 
and designed and installed the control logic and interfacing. 
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Say? Repeaters in this system are privately owned, non-profit, and dedi- 
cated to public service. With your continued Support we can maintain, up- 
date and keep the system abreast of the state of the art. Dues are payable 
from now through January 30th. A 30 day grace period is allowed for those 
new to the area. 


Rules and guide lines are unchanged and correspond to accepted practices 
across the country. The system will remain "open" unless abuse forces going 
to private line. Commercial traffic is taboo. Please do NOT operate sim- 
plex on a repeater output. Profanity or obsene references of any kind are 
prohibited. This can cause loss of repeater priviledges and Federal pros- 
ecution! The FM committee controls the repeater system, but please remember, 
the Amateur service aims to be self-policing. Each of us has the responsi- 
bility to cooperate. Keep the system open through common sense and courtesy. 
Many people monitor us and our image is shaped by what we say and how we say 
it.

This is an exercise 
designed to test the radio amateurs and the National Traffic System (NTS) 
ability to move record traffic under severe overload conditions. The test 
will take place the weekend of January 25-26. 


It is not difficult to participate, if even on a limited basis. I would 

urge all amateurs to originate a message to our Section Emergency Coordinator, 
Dick Schmidt, K@RLQ, indicating that you are participating in the SET. Also, 
originate at least two messages to friends and/or fellow hams that are out of 
this section (Colorado) and indicate the same. All test messages having a 
precedence of emergency, priority, or inquiry, should carry Test as part of 
the precedence, The handling instructions, HXB and the text of the message 
should begin with "Test Message". 


For those who do not care or don't have the equipment to operate in phone or 
CW H.F. Nets, try 16/76 or 52 Simplex on 2 meter FM, for a station operating 
NTS Nets. Names, calls, and addresses of the SCM, SEC, EC and RM appear 
elsewhere in ZERO BEAT. Remember, the SET can only be effective if the 
system is loaded with traffic and only if we all pitch in and help. For any 
further information on the SET or on Colorado Nets, please contact me.
